ceremony connected with the estab- 
lishment of the many handsome decor- 
ations of the beauilttil Catholic church 
on the hill. 
The services will begin 


at three o'clock and it is expected the 
attendance will tax tlie capacity or 
the edlflce. 


In the stead ol the archbishop Fath- 


er Ward has been delegated to bless 
and canonlcally perform the ceremony 
which the Catholic church follows in 
connection with the erection of 
the 


fourteen stations. 
He will bo assist- 


ed by Father Gagan of Belolt 
and 


Father Goehel, the pastor 
>of 
St. 
.Mary's. 


Order of Service 


Following the prescribed form, the 


Venl Creator is first intoned, after 
which follows the Oration. 
Prayer 


then follows, after wu.ch the stations 
are- sprinkled with holy water, and 
Incensed, the officiating priest going 
from one to aoiner. 
At each of the 


fourteen stations he says prayer and 
meditates upon the scene depleted on 
the pathetic Journey from Jerusalem 
to Calvary. 
The congregation fol- 


lows him In his thoughts as he pauses 
be/ore each .group. 


Among the musical numbers will be 


Ctijus Anlnmni from Rossini's Stabat 
Mater, for the cornet and organ. Prof. 
.Thlele and Miss Tessle Gibbons will 
preside over the two Instruments res- 
pectively. 
The choir will 
en give 


the Stabat Mater, O Salutarls by Gou- 
nod, and Tantuni Ergo by Lumbellotte. 


After the ceremony of canonlcally 


erecting the stations,. Father Ward 
will preach upon the significance and 
history of the stations. 


Artistic Groups 


Only the stations were necessary to 


make the church archltecturually per- 
fect. 
Mounted on beautiful brack- 


ets, from under each of which peep 
two winged cherubs with sorrowful 
countenances, they relieve the only 
bare portions of the wall. 
The bases 
are placed at a height of seven or 
eight feet above the floor. 


An Italian firm located In Chicago, 
the Draprato company, are the mak- 
ers of the statlons.'each of which is 
a work of art. 
Unlike the stations 


which are usually seen In 
churches, 


they are not painted upon canvas, but 
aro groups of four or more figures 
of statuary. 
The figures are about 


thirty-three Inches in height, and are 
perfect In detail of posture, expression 
and garment. 
They are made of a 


plaster composition, colored in shades 
of Ivory, gold, cream, and flesh. 


Scenes Depleted 
Each of the fourteen stations re- 


presents one of the scenes on the road 
to Calvary. 
In order they depict 


the following sorrowful 
Incidents, 


Christ Is condemned to death: He re- 
ceives the cross; He falls the first 
time; He is met by His blessed moth- 
er; Simon of Gyrene assists him In 
carrying the cross; Veronica 
wipes 


His face with a towel; He falls the 
second time; He consoles the women 
of Jerusalem; lie falls the third time; 
He Is nailed to the cross; He dies on 
the cross; He Is taken down from 
the cross; He Is laid in the holy sep- 
ulchre.
